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The Huron Convention. 


HTJBON, Dak., April 24.—The convention as- 


sembled last night at 7:30, but owing to the 
report of the committee on credentials business 
was not resumed before 10 o'clock. After the 
matter of the contesting delegations had been 
disposed of, which did not occur until i o'clock 
this morningy-the committee on permanent or- 
ganization reported by a two-thirds majority. 
The minority report of the committee was 
adopted, which gave the chairmanship of the 
permanent organization to Col. Plnmmer,of the 
Fargo Republican, and the secretaryships to B. 
H. Sullivan, of Aurora, and T. V. Eddy, of 
Watertown. Owing to the lateness of the hour 
the chairman did not make a lengthy speech, 
but stoutly advocated the election of Blaine 
delegates. Jndge Bennett, of Clark, moved the 
nomination of two delegates and two alternates 
to the Chicago convention, which was carried. 
The names of Col. J. L. Jolly, of Clay, John 
Cain, of Beadle, N. E. Nelson, of Pembina, and 
Dr. J. L. Harding, of Lawrence, were pnt in 
nomination. The first ballot gave the fellow- 
ing result: Nelson, 122; Jolly, 121; Cain, 109; 
Harding/, 90. Messrs. Nelson and Jolly were 
duly elected as alternates. Byron E. Pay, of 
Brookings, Robert E. Wallace, of Stuteman, and 
Robert Welch, of Aurora, were put in nomina- 
tion and received the following vote: Pay, 13&; 
Wallace, 178, and Welch, 93. Pay and Wal- 
lace were duly elected. Hon. George H. Hand 
presented the following resolution:

Eddy offered the following resolutions, which 


were adopted with three cheers: 


Rjsolved, That the delegates this day elected 


to represent the republican party of Dakota in 
the coming national republican convention to 
be held at Chicago on the 31 day of June, to- 
gether with the alternates elected at the same 
time and place, be and are hereby instructed to 
vote and use all honorable means for the nomi- 
nation of James G Elaine as the republican 
candidate for the presidency of the United 
States, and of Robert T. Lincoln for the vice 
presidency, so long as there is any probability 
that these gentlemen can be nominated for the 
respective positions named. 


Mr. Tyner offered a resolution that the con- 


vention commend the administration of Presi- 
dent Arthur, which was carried with loud ap- 
plause. 


Dr. Wm. A. Bentley, ot Bismarck, introduced 


by common consent the following resolution, 
which was unanimously adopted: 


Resolved, First, That tbis Dakota territorial 


republican convention feels a deep interest in 
the world's exhibition to be given in New Or- 
leans in December next and in Dakota being 
properly represented there by her products. 
Second, That a copy of this resolution be for- 
warded to our delegate in congress and the com- 
mission appointed by the government to take 
charge of said exhibition, the same to be used 
by them in urging the necessary legislation to 
secure a sufficient appropriation to enable us to 
be properly represented there. 


After giving three cheers for Blaine and Lin- 


coln, the convention adjourned sine die at 5 
o'clock this morning.

VEKMTLMON, Dik., April 24.—Governor Ord-'

ern Vermont railway and the Gaslin Hoosao 
Tunnel railway, of Vermont, and 200acrea 
south of Boston flats, for the sum of $4,000,000. 
The petitioner sajs that the acceptance of the 
tender made at this time Will result in the 
building up of a strong and effective railroac 
system under one and the same arrangement, 
and the Boston system extending from Boston 
to Buffalo, and very probably to Chicago, there 
to meet the railroads controlled by Boston cap- 
italists, which, by two separate lines, will reach 
the Pacific ocean, the City of Mexico and several 
western territories.

The ground is broken by sulky plow?, 
the sowing done by buggy seeders, the 
golden grain is harvested with self-bind- 
ing reapers and threshed by steam, while 
the engine feeds itself with straw for 
fuel. Our grangers farm with tailor- 
made suits, with kid gloves on their hands 
and diamonds blazing in their shirt 
fronts, while the dainty cambric hand- 
kerchief, with which they carry on gentle 
flirtations with toil, give forth the soft 
fragrance of new-mown hay, wild rose or 
jockey club. 


Such opportunities, such advantages,

Three weeks of Yaukton life has somewhat

A special meeting of the city council was held 


Friday eve. 
Present: His Honor Mayor Dunn, 


Aldermen Griffin, Peterson, Causey, Malloy, 
Leo and Hollembaek. 


The petition presented by Henry A. True at 


the last meeting, asking permission to establish 
gas works in the city, was reported back with 
favorable recommendations; and on mortion of 
Alderman Cannby, the following ordinance was 
unanimously passed: 


Be it ordained by the City Council of the 


City of Bismarck, 


Section 1. That from and after the date of 


the passage of this ordinance, qntil the complete 
expiration of thirty years, Henry °A. True, his 
successors and assigns, shall have and is hereby 
granted the exclusive right, privilege and license 
to erect, maintain a id operate all buildings, 
machinery and worfe a which are necessary for 
the manufacture and distribution of illuminat- 
ing and fuel gas-wit, tin the limits of the city of 
Bismarck, Burleiga county, territory of Dakota, 
said building to be erected and operated within 
the corporate limits of the said city of Bis- 
marck. 


Sec. 2. That the said Henry A. True be and 


he is hereby granted the exclusive right of way 
to lay gaa mains and pipes under and slung any 
and all the avenues, streets and alleys, public 
grounds and other thoroughfares of the said city 
of Bismarck for the purpose of distributing 
said gas throughout the city, and to sell the 
same to all persons, bodies or coporations with- 
in said city, desiring to purchase the aame, and 
generally to have ail eights, privileges and fran- 
chises necessary to the1 proper'and successful 
prosecution of the business of making, distrib- 
uting and selling illuminating and fuel gas in 
and for the said city of Bismarck. 


Sec. 3. That the said Henry A. True be and 


he is hereby granted 
license to sell and di< 


the right, privilege and 


pose of, as he may deem 


proper, the coke, coal tar, naptha and other 
products of of the raurafactnreof gas. 


Sec. 4 
That the exclnnvj right of way, 


privileges and franchises hereby granted to the 
said Htnry A. True, his successors and assigns 
are given and granted to him upon the follow- 
ing express terms an 1 conditions: That within 
'thirty days from tho passige of this ordinance 
the said Henry A. Ti ue will, under his hand 
and seal, enter into an agreement on bis part 
with the city of Bismarck, of the other part, 
promising, covenanting and agreeing to and 
with said city of Bismarck, as follows, to wit: 
That the said Henry A. True will not cnarge the 
said city or any parsons, bodies or corporations 
therein more than $4 per thousand cubic feet of 
illuminating or f uei gaa, that within six months 
from this date, he will-commence actual opera- 
tions within the corporate limits of 
the 


city of Bismarck for the construction of the 
necessary works for the purpose of manufac 
taring, distributing and selling gas. That on 
or before :he 1st day of November, A. D. 1885, 
he will have three-fourths of a^mile or more of 
distributing 
main 
pipe laid in the said 


city ready for use, from the place of location 
where said gas is manufactured, and be ready to 
furnish such gas along the line of said gas 
main pipe to the city and all persons, bodies 
and corporations desiring to purchase and use 
said gas. 


Bee. 5. That it is farther ordained that 


within a reasonable time thereafter ths said 
Henry A. True will extend and lay additional 
lines of gas main pipes, distribute and sell gas 
on any and all avenues, streets, alle.^, public 
grounds and other thoroughfares, respectively,in 
swd city of Bismarck, so far as there may be a. 
reasonable demand for the same. 


Sec. 6. That it is further ordained that? the 


said Henry A Trne shall be responsible for any 
damages to either avenuea, street8,,allcys, pub- 
lic grounds and 
thoroughfares, I persona or 


property resulting from any act of negligence of 
eaid Henry A. True, in failing to j protect and 
guard any and all excavations made for the 
purpose of layiag and distributing gas pipe. 


Bee 7. ^That it is further ordainea that the 


said Henry A. Trne will at all times furnish a 
full and sufficient supply of a good quality of 
illuminating gas of not Ies3 thin sixteen candle 
power to meet all demands therefor unless pre- 
vented by accident or other cause bsyond his 
control, in which event such obstacle shall be 
removed and overcome without unnecessary 
delay. 


S-c. 8. That it is further ordained that the 


said Henry A. True shall furm«h illuminating 
gas to the ci'y of Bismarck at not more than $4 
per month per lamp for all street lamps used or 
to be used, contracted for or to be contracted 
for, for the period of ten years, next ensuing. 
Teat after tha expiration of ten years from the 
date of the original control, the price of illumi- 
nating gas to Said city shall not exceed 8J per 
month per lam•>, provided however.that the said 
city of Bismarck agrees that the ssid Henry A. 
True shall furnish to the said city of Bismarck 
on completion of said gas works twenty five 
street lamps, including posts, lanterns, supply 
pipes and burners, of the kind designated by 
said city, and deliver and place tiie same in 
ground, ten of said street lamps at locations on 
said main pipe on Main street, designated by 
said city and the remaining fifteen street lamps 
on the balance of said main pipe and such exten- 
sion of main and service pipe as may be made 
during the year next following the completion 
of said gas works, said street lamps to be the 
property of said Henry A. Trne, the city of Bis- 
marck reserving the right to purchase the same 
within two years following the completion of 
said gas works, at cost With 8 per cent, added, 
in the event of such purchase it is hereby agreed 
that the said Henry A. Trne is to furnish said 
city of Bismarck, upon similar terms, all addi- 
tional street lamps and lights, used or to be used, 
contracted for during tha time of existence of 
this agreement, all burners for street lamps to 
have not less than three foot burners. It IB fur- 
ther agreed and provided that the laid Henry 
A. Trne is to keep the said street lamps in good 
order and repair, and to light and extinguish 
the same at a reasonable price, the same to be 
paid for by the city. 


Sec. 9. That it is farther ordained that if any 


person or persons shall willfully or maliciously 
destroy, injure, or cause to be destroyed or in- 
jured, any property, goods or articles belonging 
to, or obstruct in any manner the said Henry A. 
Xrne's property or operations, or unlawfully ob- 
tain or cause to be obtained any property or 
products of said Henry A. Trne's gas work*, 
through fraud, the same shall be decreed a mis- 
demeanor, and such person or persons shall, 
upon being fonnd guilty, be subjected to a fine 
of not less than $5 nor more than $100.

—Ah Occnltation .of Intellect and

We have had a notable procession of im- 


portant and rather unique individuals in 
Bbston during the past three months, figures 
that are marked in contemporary history. 
The first was Protap Chunder Mozoomdar, 
the eloquent representative of the new relig- 
ious reforms in India known as the Brahmo 
Somaj. Then followed Mgr. Capel, Matthew 
Arnold, George W. Cable (whose readings 
are ari entirely original form of entertain- 
ment)^ Pere Hyacinthe, and Henry Irving. 


Each of these men is in his way of a very 


marked and unique type of individuality. In 
creating them nature broke the mould or de- 
stroyed the plate, and there are no replicas. 
Each is distinctive, and, in different ways, 
great. Babu Mozoomdar, with his message 
of i"the Oriental Christ;" Capel, the astute 
and polished prelate; Matthew Arnold, one 
of th6 greatest critical forces in modern 
letters; Pere Hyacinthe, modern Martin 
Luther, an iconoclast and an enthusiast in 
one; Henry Irving, a central and unique 
figure bn the stage; Mr. Cable, the greatest 
original genius of romance since Hawthorne 
—all these figures have, since September, 
passed in procession across the social pano- 
rama. It is an intellectual occutatibn, ana 
an event as important in the social world as 
anbccutation of the heavenly bodies could be 
to the world of science. The conjunction of 
the appearance of so many remarkable men 
marks as memorable to Boston the autumn 
of 188& 


It is interesting to inquire what 'is the im- 


port of this occupation and what message 
these men have to oring. That their com- 
bined offerings are purely intellectual and 
spiritual, rather than scientific and material, 
is a suggestive commentary on the age. It is 
illumination rather than analysis that they 
bring to the world's problems. The trend of 
the age, whether for good or for ill, is dis- 
criminative and metaphysical. Old truths 
are changed in appearance. Prolonged and 
profound^scientific study and the growth of 
positive philosophy have produced a spiritual 
crisis. Truth returns, grown strong by its 
denials, to assert itself as a new force. There 
is a demand for the seer, the interpreter, and 
one, too, who can present affirmations dra- 
matically.

Sell your iron, eat 
the bread of independence, support your 
family with the rewards of honest toil, do 
your duty as a private citizen to your coun- 
try, but let politics alone. It is a hard life, a 
thankless life. Still I know it has its compen- 
sations. There are some green spots, occa- 
sional cases, in the life of a-publicman; other- 
wise] we could not live. The conviction that 
the great mass of the intelligent and patriotic 
citizens of your country approve of well-di- 
rectejd efforts to serve them is truly consoling. 
That confidence on the part of my fellow 
citizens I think I possess. I have had in the 
coursje of my official life, which is not a short 
one, :ny full share of ingratitude, but the un- 
kindAst cut of all, the shaft that iias sunk the 
deep tst into my breast, has been the refusal 
of .th s administration to grant my request for 
an office of small pecuniary consideration to 
mycnlyson."

"I have not deserved such treatment. I 


have served my country too long and too as- 
siducusly to receive such a slight from this 
administration.
